1.     Thu  current  issue  of  each  periodical  will  be  in  the  library  reading ' room 
for  one  week  after  it  is  received.  ~  '  Ni.' 


2.  AH  indexes,  abstract  services,  government  manuals,  the  Congressional  Re- 
cord, the  Federal  Register,  etc.,  will  be  reserved  for  reference  in  the  library 
only. 

3.  Certain  other  periodicals,  if  designated  by  technical  divisions  as  neces- 
sary for  continuous  reference  will  be  reserved  for  use  in  the  library  or  for  cir- 
culation only  in  Lincoln. 

4.  Other  periodicals  can  be  circulated  ON  REQUEST  to  regional  and  field 
offices.     They  v/ill  be  routed  in  the  order  that  requests  are  rocoived  by  the 
library,  except  that  priority  will  be  given  to  regional  divisions  having  a  primary 
interest  in  the  subject  natter. 

5.  A  tine  limit  of  two  days  v/ill  bo  set  on  circulation  to  each  regional 
office  division  and  of  three  days  to  each  field  office,  except  v/hcro  the  request 
list  is  very  short,  or  when  the  subject  matter  is  of  primary  interest  to  only  one 
or  two  divisions  or  offices. 

6.  Since  circulation  to  field  offices  v/ill  not  begin  until  circulation  to 
regional  offices  is  completed,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  routing  be 
kept  definitely  to  schedule.    Even  so,  it  v/ill  often  be  several  v/eeks  after  date 
of  issue  before  a  requested  periodical  can  be  expected  to  reach  field  offices, 

7.  If  the  request  list  for  any  periodical  becomes  too  long,  the  list  v/ill 
be  closed  and  subsequent  requests  held  on  a  v/aiting  list  to  replace  cancellations 
on  the  active  list. 

8.  It  is  hoped  that  staff  members  of  the  agencies  located  in  the  Atlas 
Building  v/ill  use  current  periodicals  in  the  library  reading  room  v/henever  possi- 
ble, so  that  some  preference  in  circulation  may  be  given  to  the  agencies  located 
at  a  distance  from  the  library. 

The  librarian  v/ill  notify  you  regularly  during  the  v/eek  a  periodical  in  v/hich  you 
are  interested  is  in  tine  reading  room.    You  will  then  have  opportunity  to  see  it 
more  promptly  than  if  you  wait  for  it  to  be  routed  to  you.    At  the  same  time  you 
v/ill  speed  its  circulation  to  others.

On  August  12  the  USDA  Lincoln  Branch  Library  was  transferred-  to  the  University 
of  Nebraska  Library.     Our  office  is  now  located  in  Room  105>  first  floor  of  the 
main  University  Library  building  on  the  City  Campus,  corner  of  11th  and  R  Streets. 
Department  people  are  requested  to  come  here  for  all  library  services* 

Tho  USDA  Library  is  now  officially  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Nebraska 
Library  by  action  taken  at  the  mooting  of  the  Library  Advisory  Committee 
attended  by  tho  Department  Librarian  from  Washington  on  June  29,.  and  subsequent 
contract  with  the  University  of  Nebraska.     It  is  believed  that  the  new  arrange- 
ment will  afford  greatly  expanded  opportunities  for  study  and  research  by  the 
regional  staff  of  the  Department  as  well  as  for  general  reference  use  by  the 
various  bureaus  with  regional  offices  in  Lincoln.     Under  tho  neW  set-up,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  personnel  in  Lincoln  and  in  the  Northern  Great  Plains  Region 
will  acquire  all  the  loan  and  stack  privileges  which  the  University  Library 
grants  to  members  of  tho  faculty. 

Under  the  new  merger,  the  University  Library  will  assume  responsibility  for  the 
technical  procossos,  including  classification  and  cataloguing,  formerly  done  by 
tho  Lincoln  Branch  Library,  which  will  permit  moro  time  for  tho  regional 
librarian  to  do  reference  work  for  USDA  personnel  in  Lincoln  and  in  tho  field 
and  for  conferences  with  regional  chiefs  of  divisions  to  learn  tho  literature 
noeded  by  each  division  in  carrying  on  its  work. 

All  special  services  formerly  afforded  by  tho  Lincoln  Branch  Library  will  be 
continued  with  tho  advantago  of  having  tho  entire  University  Library  collection 
including  that  of  tho  Agricultural  College  to  utilize  in  providing  thoso  services. 

These  sorvicos  includo  looking  up  answers  to  reference  questions,  searching  for 
and  assembling  literature  on  various  subjocts  as  neoded,  compiling  book  lists, 
requesting  books  from  the  Department  library  in  Yfashington  if  they  are  not 
availablo  in  Lincoln,  ordering  now  books  recommended  by  Department  people,  and 
routing  current  periodicals  to  regional  offices  in  Lincoln  and  field  offices 
throughout  the  six  states  in  this  region. 
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Messenger  service  consisting  of  two  trips  daily  to  the  University  Library  has 
boon  provided  by  SCS  for  USPA  offices  located  in  the  Rudgo  and  Guonzol  and 
Post  Office  Buildings,  so  library  requests  can  usually  be  filled  the  same  day 
they  are  received*
